of the Department of Agriculture. Tw» 
sets of thermometers were furnished by 
that bureau, and the rain gauges 
shelters for the fine Instruments 
also coming. One thermometer la to be 
placed on Tantalus while the other will 
register the state of the temperature 
at the office and residence of the direc- 
tor, at Kewalo Mr. Smith will keep a 
record of the temperature and rainfall 
and his data will be as accurately kept 
as Is done at the United States Weatft- 
er Bureau stations in other parts of the 
United States. One report win be sent 


j to the Washington bureau, while a sec- 
ond goes to the San Francisco office, 
and a third is to be kept on file )• 
Honolulu- 


While at present such an observatory 


will be of value only to the Department 
of Agriculture in its relation to crops, 
etc., in time to come when the cable 
between here and San Francisco IB 
completed. Mr. Smith hopes to see Its 
utility greatly increased, as reports will 
then be exchanged daily with tke 
United States offices. The advantage 
win, however, lie almost wholly with 
the mainland, as storms travel t,caei 
ally In that direction, and not from the 
coast towards the Hawaiian Islands 


Though the United States Weather 


Bureau has never had official control »f 
the Territorial Weather SBCtJEU. of 
which Prof. Curtis J. Lyons has been 
the metereologlst for many years, yet 
there has been a rather intimate con- 
nection for six years. Prof. Lyons stat- 
ed yesterday that for some years prior 
to annexation, the Weather Bureau at 
Washington had be^j^fnrniahed with 
reportg-trom Hawajfby him. For two 
or three years a complete summary of 
the daily temperature and rainfall lias 
been sent on to the Department, and 
has been published monthly In the 
Monthly Weather Review, the official 
publication of the Bureau. This Is more 
than has been done even wtth^ the-.ob- 
servations in ' the United Statab for 
from few of them Is so complete a sum- 
mary published as that made up by 
Meteorologist Lyons.

Harris Takes Fight 


Into the High 


Tribunal. 


(From Thursday's Daily.) 


Harris vs. Cooper will be the title of 


the suit in the Supreme Court which 
win decide whether or not the name of 
August Dreier as the candidate ot the 
Home Rulers IB to be placed on the 
official ballot. The court will meet to- 
day for the purpose of hearing the 
canoe, and it is the expectation of those 
woo are pushing the case that <lt will 
be decided art once. 


The necessity for action by the courts 


arose yesterday afternoon when Secre- 
tary of the Territory Cooper ruled that 
bet had no power to go into the merits 
of the nomination of any candidate 
whose papers were presented to him In 
fora. This decision was reached after 
long •onsideration of the matter as 
brought up by the Republican candi- 
date. W. W. Harris, through his attor- 
ney. A. G. M. Robertson. 
The appeal 


from'the first decision of the-Secretary, 
as expressed in the statement of his 
Determination to place the name of 
Dreier on the ticket, took the form of a 
protest from Harris, which was as fol- 
lows: 
Honolulu. April 1, 1902. 


Hon. H. E. Cooper. Secretary of the 


Territory of Hawaii: 
Sir:—The undersigned, a duly nomi- 
nated candidate for election to the 
Honae of Representatives for 
the 
Fourth District at the election to be 
held on the 9th inst., hereby respect- 
fully protests against the placing of 
the name of August Dreier upon the 
official ballot. The ground of this pro- 
test la the fact that said August Dreier 
is not qualified to vote for Representa- 
tives In said Fourth District and there- 
fore not eligible to be a Representative. 
and that he Is, by reason of said fact. 
iiot an eligible candidate for said office. 
Tours very respectfully, 


W. W. HARRIS. 


There was some litle argument on 


the point, but Secretary Cooper could 
not find any law which would permit 
him -to go behind the correct return of 
a nomination to hfm. The result was an 
agreement between the attorneys, Rob- 
ertson for Harris, and the Attorney- 
General for the Secretary of the Terri- 
tory, that the cause should be brought 
into 'the Supreme Court today, and the 
papers were at once drawn. It is un- 
derstood that the interests of Mr. 
Dreier will be looked after by the firm 
of Kinney. Ballou & McClanahan. The 
expectation ts that there may be some 
argument before the court which may 
lead to an early rendering of a decision 
.which may settle the matter, so as to 
make the future conduct of the cam- 
paign a settled thing. 


The Home Rulers are not doing much. 


as they are awaiting the outcome of 
"the suit The plans for their campaign 
are being prepared and the meeting 
of the executive committee this even- 
ing, it is thought, will result In 
ar- 


rangements for an activ» fight for the 
place. The members of the party do not 
talk much, but some of them are so 
confident as to assert that they do not 
need to make any long campaign. They 
insist that Mr. Dreier is so well known 
that he will be able to poll the combin- 
ed vote of the Home Rulers and Demo- 
crats, without any long or hard cam- 
paign. 


FIRST MEETINGS HELD. 


The campaign was broken open In 


Kakaako and Kewalo and at Waikiki 
last evening by the Republicans, and 
Candidate W. W. Harris made his bow 
aa a political orator. It has been the 
rumor that the Home Rulers 
were 


•waiting for the first speeches of Re- 
pubDaans to make the lines of their 
campaign. At both the meetings there 
•was an abundance of issues presented 
and the vulnerable points in the armor 
of the Home Rulers was attacked and 
perforated by thf- half dozen -or more 
oratoru. Candidate Harris came out 
slroBgly for pood povemmpnt. and tho 
preservation of thf> Hawaiian franchise. 
and

CHINESE WILL PETITION, 


GOVERNMENT FOR RELIEF 


Chinese citizens who, as representa- 


tives of the consul of .that power, work- 
ed bard to secure the proper presenta- 
tion of the claims of the Chinese for 
losses during the sanitary fires of two 
)ears ago, have decided upon another 
tack for their efforts. 


All Chinese have been appealed to to 


meet with the three commissioners 
who sign the subjoined poster, which 
was posted freely about the city yes- 
terday, for the purpose of affixing their1 
names to a monster petition for pres- 
entation to the new Foreign Office of 
the Kingdom of China, asking diplo- 
matic action to secure aid for the euf-, 
ferers, who now need that money, and 
who very soon, it Is believed, will have 
a certificate of the findings of the first 
claim court, showing their title to the 
sum adjudged due. 
The circumstances surrounding the 


all claims have been submitted, yet al- 
though our consul has communicated 
with the government of the Territory 
and the Minister of China at Washing- 
ton has made representations to the 
Secretary of State, we have not receiv- 
ed any definite Information as to when 
these claims will be paid.

wait for a long time, certain persona

on the part of the anti-consul men to 
act in. a matter which has for its end 
the relief of the Chinese people, is al- 
leged to be the belief that there must 
be something whictrdoes not appear on 
the surface. For instance, one of the 
antis said yesterday that In his opinion 
there is nothing in the matter but the 
desire of the consnl to have on record 
al Ithe Chinese in the city, as, the 
petition is declared to be not for signa- 
ture alone by the losers, so that 
If 


there should come a war he would 
know just who to proscribe in China, 
Others do not believe in the disinter- 
estedness of the petition, but profess to 
be of opinion that with such a petition, 
based on the grounds set forth in the 
poster the Chinese government might 
bring pressure to bear on the United 
States government to secure Its grant- 
ing and then the money once in the 
hands of the

officials, they 


would hold it for an indefinite time and 
the result would be that the Chinese

HOLD OUT FOR 


A HIGHER FIGURE 


The Nahlku Sugar Company will not 


accept the offer of the Hana Plantation 
Company of $4500 per year for the lease 
of Its lands. At the meeting held Mon- 
day it was decided to let the whole 
rratter go over for a week, J. F. Mor- 
gan holding out for $5000, which offer 
he said had been made formerly by the 
Hana Plantation. The amended prop- 
osition will now be submitted to the 
Hana Plantation. The proposition of 
the Hana Plantation is embodied in 
the following terms: 
"For a satisfactory lease, for a term 


of twenty-six years, from the Nahiku 
Sugar Company for all of their right, 
title and interest In the water of what 
are known as the Makapipi, Hanawi 
and Kapaula streams In the district of 
Koolau, Maul, and of all the real es- 
tate, leaseholds and other interests in 
real estate of the Nahiku Sugar Com- 
pany, we will pay an annual rental of 
four thousand flve hundred dollars 
(»4500) United States gold c&in, payable 
semi-annually in advance, and all the 
taxes on the property leased and the 
governmental rental under the Nahiku 
Sugar Company's water license, and 
all rents payable on property at pres- 
ent under Ilase to the Nahiku Sugar 
Company, provided— 
"First, that we make contracts with 
the Nahiku homesteaders for a right 
of way for the conduct of the water of 
these streams over their lands. 
"Second, that the government puts 
up for sale, within six (6) months from 
this day, a lease for a term of twenty- 
one (21) years, but subject to the Na- 
hiku Water License, of the tract of 
government land In the district of Koo- 
lau, Maul, lying above and adjoining 
the 'Nahiku Tract,' as shown on Pub- 
lic Lands Map No. 20, and extending 
from the line of lease No 492 to the 
Hana Plantation Company, to the Pu- 
akea stream between the lands of Ka- 
paula and Puakea, and provided fur- 
ther that we become the purchasers of 
said lease.

Ten years Is the limit of absence from 


the soil of Germany, either the home 
footing or that which is taken In the 
office of the consul, during which Ger- 
man citizenship may be preserved. 
There must be in case of continued ab- 
sence of a citizen, a registration In the 
office of the consul where the citizen 
resides, which is equivalent to resi- 
dence in a German possession. 


All formalities being neglected In the 


case of Mr. Renjes. he found himself at 
the end a man without a nag. and so 
lamented the fact that he was not an 
American citizen after his years of res- 
idence away from

However, the regaining of citizenship 
in Germany Is much easier than Its 
loss, and Mr. Renjes may return to his 
early allegiance when he wishes.

Mortuary statistics for the past six 
years show a gradual return of the 
good health of Honolulu as It was 
years ago The increase In the num- 
ber of deaths for the past flve years 
is alarming when compared with the 
increase In population, but 
now the 


city is returning to Its normal condi- 
tion and a steady decrease in the death 
rate may be expected. 


From 1895 to 1900 there was an In- 


crease of nearly eighty per cent in the 
death rate, but now the reaction haa 
set In. In 1895 the deaths for the year, 
according to the statistics prepared for 
the Board of Health numbered 731, in 
1896. 672. in 1897, 658; in 1898. 937; in 
1R99, 1154. and in

The Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals 


is to be asked to pass upon the legality 
of Primo beer licenses. An appeal was 
decided upon yesterday from Judge 
Estee's decision in the case of Macfar- 
lane et al. vs. W. H. Wright. Treasur- 
er, and itht formal application will be 
presented to the court "this morning. A 
direct appeal is taken from the decree, 
no motion for a new trial having been 
made. The Honolulu Brewery Is the 
real party defendant in the case, and 
the appeal is being taken at the in- 
stance of that corporation, and not of 
the Territory of Hawaii, which appears 
as the nominal defendant. 


This is the case wherein Judge Estee 


declared invalid the Primo beer licenses 
issued by Treasurer Wright, on the 
ground that there was an unjust dis- 
crimination against outside beer firms. 
The Hawaiian law allows the Treasur* 
er to issue-licenses for 1250 per annum 
to vendors of home brewed beer, while 
the regular liquor license is 11000 a year. 
The suit was brought at the instance 
of the mainland breweries. 


An injunction was granted restrain- 


ing the farther issuance of licenses but 
the saloons are still operating under 
the old licenses, which do not expire 
for some months. The papers will prob- 
ably be signed by Judge Estee today, 
and the appeal goes to San Francisco 
on the next steamer. 
OTHER 
FEDERAL COURT MAT- 


TERS. 


Judge Estee yesterday morning set 


for hearing, on April 28th. the case of 
George B. McCIellan TS. Dr. L. E. Gof- 
er. The libel of the "William Howe" 
Trill come up in the United States 
court this morning. This is the $10,000 
damage suit by two sailors of the boat, 
who claim to have contracted scurvy 
by reason of poor fodd on the voyage 
from Mauritius to Honolulu. 


MAGOON IN PnjKIA AGAIN. 
J. Alfred Magoon is again in trouble. 


Suit was filed by him yesterday to ter- 
minate the lease held by two Chinese 
upon his Miller street property, 
goon claims that the lease with 


Ma 
the 


Chinese, which provides for a rental of 
{100 per annum, was "meant to read 
that amount monthly, and now the ten- 
ants refuse to pay the sum demanded. 


The case has already been in the 


District Court, where Judge Dickey de- 
cided against Magoon. It appeared from 
the trial there that the lease was drawn 
by Magoon himself, nd that he Is re- 
sponsible for the clause he now com- 
plains of. The Chinese constructed the 
buildings upon the land and claim that 
it was for that reason Magoon made 
the rental at such a- low figure. The 
petition is in substance as follows: 


That said J. Alfred Magoon was, up- 


op the 6th day of July, 1*01. seized and 
possessed of certain lands and premises 
situate between Punchbowl and Miller 
streets, in Honolulu, described in Royal 
Patent 1617, Award 483. with the build- 
ing and improvements thereon, which 
lands, buildings and improvements were 
of the value of $15.000 and upwards. 


"That on said last mentioned 
day 


said J. Alfred Magoon executed to and 
with defendants a lease of said prem- 
ises for the term of thirty years, bgin- 
ning with the first day of August. 1901, 
in which lease said Emmeline Magoon 
Joined for the purpose of binding her 
dower right in said premises • 


"That the rental agreed to be paid for 


said premises was $100 per month' for 
the first two years, $150 per month for 
the next succeeding four years, and 
$250 per month for the remainder of the 
term. i. e.. twenty-four years: said ren- 
tal to be paid in advance on the first 
day of each and every month at the 
office of said J. Alfred Magoon. In Ho- 
nolulu, in gold coin of the United 
States, without deduction of any de- 
scription for Improvements or changes 
of any kind. 


"That by and on account of a clerical 


error the words 'per month' were omit- 
ted in two places, so that the clause ac- 
tually reads as follows: Tlelding and 
paying therefor rent «t the rate of one 
hundred dollars ($100) for the first two 
years, one hundred and fifty dollars 
('$150) for tiie next succeeding four 
years and two hundred and fifty dollar* 
<S2SO) per month for the remainder of 
tke term, vi*, iweaty-fbnr year*. • 


"Whereas, in fact R was the inten- 


tion of the parties, plaintiffs and de- 
fendants, to have Inserted the words 
•per month' in each of said places, and 
that the omission of the aame permits 
a construction of said lease, which 
makes the rental of aald premises $50 
per year for the first two years and 
$3730 per year for the next succeeding 
four years. 


"That the defendants have refused 


era and the duties of the rightfully and 
duly elected officers of said society, 
your petitioners, and that said defend- 
ants are in possession of the books and 
appurtenances of said offices without 
'the concent of your petitioners." 


The writ of quo warranto, signed by 


Judge Gear yesterday, commands the 
defendants to appear before him at 10 
o'clock In fche morning of April 10th, to 
show by what authority they are now 
acting as officers of the said United 
Chinese Society. 


THE BEBTLEMAN WILL. 


The Supreme Court la asked to con- 


strue the will of the late Christian Ber- 
tlemau under an agreed submission 
without action made yesterday. 
The 


property in controversy is on Kauai, 
under lease to the Kilauea Sugar Co., 
for 96000 a year. F. C. Bertleman and 
H. G. Bertleman, the sons, claim two- 
thirds of the estate, wihlle on the other 
hand, it is claimed they are entitled to 
bat two-ninths. Mrs. Harry Moseman, 
Mrs. Wm. Smith. Mrs. Wilbur Hall and 
Mrs. Andrew Bannister claim they are 
entitled to four-ninths, while the re- 
maining three ninths. It is admitted, 
goes to the widow, Mrs. Susan Kahi- 
lina.

begin their construction at 
once, I 
nave taken the liberty after an ex-

amlnation of the troughs to write to | 
bhn In substance as follows:

"That while the trough for stock has 
•onsiderable mechanism about it that 
to liable to get out of order, yet I see 
no objection to iU use at such places 
AS the Superintendent of Public Work* 
might designate, provided provision, 
was made for the care of the waste 
water, and provided also that in the 
•rent of its becomipg a nuisance on 
account of the water overflowing into 
the streets the Board of Health would 
«rder such nuisance abated at once. 
And aa to the drinking places for the 
general public, for obvious reasons. I

Machines Which In 


Use Save Much 


Labor. 


Of tk« many typesi of labor-saving 


machinery which have been brought to 
the froat in connection with the hand- 
•ing of sugar cane, there have now been 
installed in Hawaii two1 of the original 
forms of cane unloaders. These are the 
Malloc-Bodley machines, and those put 
Into place and working order at Olaa 
and "Waiakea have been installed by 
the inventor, James Mallon, of New 
Origans. Some idea of the value of the 
-invention is gained from the fact that 
where from seven to a. dozen men have 
been needed to carry on the work of 
unloading from the cars to the convey- 
or, the mechanical appliance does the 
work with one. or at the most two 
men. Not only this but by reason of 
the rapidity of its working it often ac- 
complishes a material increase in the 
eaparity of the mill by supplying the 
«ane to the full capacity of the crusher 


The machine is the Invention of Mr. 


Mallon, and has been, in use in Louisi- 
ana for the past six years, and owing 
to its original completeness there have 
been very few improvements on the 
first' model* 
An interesting 
point 
•omes »p in connection with the ma- 
•ehine. It was conceived to meet an. 
emergency, when Mr. Mallon had been 
employed to devise a plan for harvest- 
ing a crop and carrying It across the 
Mississippi river. He planned a barge 
transfer, which carried a dozen care 
at one time, and to make this faster 
had his cane loaded into carts which 
were themselves provided with trippa- 
ble slings, Trhereby, using a derrick 
•with a mule, he succeeded In unload- 
ing from carts and putting into cars 
one load a minute. It was when the 
cars arrived at the mill that he saw 
further need of speed, and then devised 
his cnloader. 
Th^ machine consists of an arm, 
made of steel pipes, of width equal to 
the length of the car. fitted with end- 
less ehaina which have attached to 
them blnnt grabbers, which, as the 
arm is lowered, drags the stalks of cane 
Iron the cars to the conveyor. The 
arm Is hinged at one end and reaches 
across the conveyor to the cars on the 
track beyond.. It is so arranged that 
one man, seated on an elevated plat- 
form, moves the train of cars under 
the unloader. lowers the machine until 
It has dragged off the cane, raises it 
and moves another car into position. 
The trato IB kept intact, the whole he- 
ing attached to a power arrangement 
above the track which places it entire- 
ly under the control of the operator. 
The anloader is made in sections, 


•when the lengths of the cars vary, so 
that the operator may lower just suffi- 
cient width to clean the car. There 
may be ears of ten and thirty feet in 
the same train, but by lowering only 
one section, the smaller car may he 
cleared and with other sections the ex- .,, 
treme length may be handled. The use -i- 
here of cars with stakes at the sides, 
instead of doors, necessitates the use 
of another man, who removes the 
stake* and replaces them when the un- 
loading process is finished. 
The power is taken from the main 


shaft of the engine by means of a 
sprocket wheel and an endless chain, 
or a separate engine is used, the oper- 
ation of the machine being by a series 
•f lifting ropes and levers so that there 
to no great demand upon the man at 
the platform.

LUMBER TO MEND 


HAMAKUA BRIDGES 


The Noeau, which eailed for Honokaa 


yesterday afternoon, took about 25,000 
ffeet of lumber, to be used in repairing 
the damaged bridges along the Hama- 
kua coast, which suffered during the 
recent storms. ., Included in the ship- 
ment were some braces and portions 
of bridge work which were put 
to- 


gether here. 


There is no direct road communica- 


tion between Hilo and Hamakua, and 
the use of vehicles is oat of the ques- 
tion. The only way that the trip can 
be made is on horseback and by fol- 
Idwing a circuitous route. 
Thirteen 


bridges are said to have been washed 
away between Honokaa and Laupa- 
hoehoe. The Noeau's lumber, -which is 
intended for Neinl gulch, will be dis- 
charged at Honokaa landing. 


One hundred tho-usand feet of lumber
